In presenting our annualschool report for the year ending 
February 15, 1915, we have nothing especially new to report. 
Our teachers are well known throughout the town, and the 
most excellent work they have done in the past years has 
placed them among those who rank as the best teachers in the 
state. If possible, our schools are improving each year; due, 
in a measure, to retaining the same teachers from year to year. 
- The standard of school work today, is higher than ever before. 
Thanks to our Normal and training schools. We have main- 
tained six schools of thirty-three weeks each, the same as in 
the past few years. The percentage of attendance the past 
two terms is below the average, Owing to the prevalence of 
whooping cough and measles. This may deprive us of our 
state aid but it is through no fault of the pupils, who have 
been obliged to absent themselves from school on account of 
iliness. Our school houses are in. very good repair. The
